But to unduly stimulate 
and to pervert sex attraction be- 
tween people who have no right 
to enjoy the logical end of this 
magnified sex attraction is dan- 
gerous folly. The desire stimulated 
by the modern dance has a con- 
stant tendency to go further. The 
modern dance leads constantly 
down hill. Dress becomes more im- 
modest, custom becomes more 
careless, drink increases. Dancers 
have a tendency to go from the 
carefully ruaidele home to the pub- 
lic ball room where standards are 
lower. Dancing couples have a 
tendency to visit road houses, 
park in automobiles on the high- 
ways. Countless breakdowns in in- 
dividual purity and character re- 
sult. Young people do not foresee, 
often do not intend, do not seek, 
the sins which follow the modern 
dance. But certain sins inevitably 
follow an alarming proportion of 
dancers. 

The intimacy of the modern 
dance leads to jealousies and brok- 
en homes and not infrequently to 
murder. I preached a funeral ser- 
mon some years ago of a young 
woman slain by her husband. She 
was enamoured of the modern 
dance. When she married, she 
would not give up the dance. It 
led her into too close contact with 
other men. A baby was born, but 
she neglected it, returning again 
and again to the dance hall. Her

the fulness of God.” You know, 
a church to be powerful, happy, 
to be like it ought to be, needs 
to be filled, not with human plans, 
contentions and divisions, not with 
our own way, but filled with the 
Spirit of God. And so that is what 
they had at Pentecost — filled with 
the Spirit. 

I want you to notice the dif- 
ferent terms used. My friends, get 
this lesson now. God cannot show 
poor, ordinary human beings in 
one term all that He means. For 
instance, God is going to give His 
Son, so He will name Him some- 
thing that you will know Him. So 
He names Him “Messiah,” but you 
have a.poor conception. He calls 
Him “Immanuel,” or “God with 
us.”” He calls Him Christ, the 
anointed One. I will call Him, The 
Prince of Peace. Do you see? I 
will call Him The Son of David. 
So that involves that He is going 
to reign. I will call Him Son of 
Abraham. That means He is a 
Jew. I will call Him bright and 
morning Star. That means He is 
a light in this.dark world. I will 
call Him the Sun of Righteousness. 


That means to the Jews He will | 


come to bring in His eternal reign 
of righteousness. I will call Him 
King of kings and Lord of Lords. 
That means He will reign over 
the whole world, then. How many 
names come to mind! No one name 
can tell it all. So God when He 
deals with us poor human beings 
uses several terms about the plan 
of salvation. How can a man be 
saved? He can be saved by com- 
ing to Christ. Another place says, 
“He that believeth is not con- 
demned.”” It is coming, and it is 
believing. And in another place, 
He said, “As many as received Him 
to them gave He power to become 
the sons of God.” So it is re- 
ceiving Him, coming to Him, be- 
lieving in Him. It is also repenting. 
Jesus said, “Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” It is 
coming, or repenting, or believing 
or accepting, see? But all mean 
the same thing. It is the same 
Saviour, one conversion, one re- 
generation. 

Now in speaking about the fill- 
ing or baptism of the Spirit, God 
used the same principle. “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost,”’ as verse four says. But 
go on a little further and Peter 
said, “This is that which was 
spoken by the prcephet Joel.” Let’s 
see what Joel sa‘id. “And it shall 
come to pass in the last days,

and your daughters shall prophesy, ; 


and your young men shall see) 


visions, and your old men shall 
dream dreams: 
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and on my ser- |

All right, now, they were all 
filled: and the way they were 
filled, the- Lord poured out the 
Spirit. See the picture if you can. 
The apostles are all waiting in the 
upper room, waiting, praying, 
making new resolutions, begging 
God for blessings, submitting 
themselves, surrendering their 
wills. After they had waited and 
tarried and prayed and begged, 
the Holy Spirit from Heaven was 
just poured cut. Every man held 
his cup up until it was filled, “filled 
with the Spirit.” They got the 
filling. In the same chapter, look 
in Acts 2:38, 39. Peter was preach- 
ing. “Then Peter said unto them, 
repent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.” 


What they got at Pentecost was | God did not promise that, but said, 


a filling with the Spirit. It was a 
gift poured out on them until they 
were filled with the Holy Ghost. 
But that isn’t all. Back in the first 
chapter, Jesus had said, “Ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence” 
5). Here are Christians that were 
filled with the Holy Ghost. But 


It is not hard to understand. God 
just poured out the Spirit until He 
ran over and covered them and 
filled them and just took possession 
of ther. 

God had to use more terms than 
one. Why? It was so free, and 
so full. It was a filling, but that 
wouldn’t be enough. It covered 
them, too. It was a baptizing, but 
that wouldn’t be enough, because 
they want Him inside, too! Some 
inside as well as outside! They are 
filled, and they were covered, 
anointed, endued, they had the gift. 
At Pentecost the Holy Spirit was 
poured out upon them until they 
were filled, covered, supplied, and 
anointed. They had what God want- 
ed them to have, the promise was 
fulfilled. God gave them what He 
promised. All this foolish talk and 
arguing about terms doesn’t do any 
good. We need to open our hearts 
and clean up our lives and wait 
on God for what God gave them. 
God wants us to have what they 
had. The promise was to them, 
but the promise is to us, too. Let 
us leave all off this frill about out- 
ward miracles, cyclones, earth- 
quakes, tongues of fire, other lan-

were they filled and baptized at |

Rice,” someone says, “baptizing 
isn’t pouring. Baptism is an im- 
mersion.”” Here he spoke of “pour- 


ing out’’ of the Spirit, and then 
you say that is the “baptism” of 
the spirit. Is pouring baptism? Is 
it, or not? Is pouring baptism? 
Yes, if you pour enough! If you 
have somebody in the baptistry 
and pour water on them until they 
are covered, are they baptized? 
Yes, if they are covered! Just a 
little water on the head wouldn’t 
do. But if they are buried, then 
it is a baptism, isn’t it? Can you 
see how a filling and a baptism 
are the same thing? If you let 
a wooden bucket in a well on a 
chain, let it down until it hits the 
bottom — it floats, but you bob 
it up and down, shake it, turn it 
over, and after a while it goes 
over and fills up -_ and you pull 
it up. This one goés down while 
you pull the other up. When you 
let down the bucket, it is filled, 
and it is baptized. You put a cup 
in the dishpan and turn on the 
water. You fill the cup up and 
fill the dishpan up, and the cup is 


filled and baptized both, isn’t it? 


That is what they got at Pentecost. 
They got the gift of the Spirit, 
or the.pouring out of;the Spirit. 
They were all filled, all baptized, 
according to the wording of the 
Scripture. 

I.am not talking now about ev- 
ery Christian being buried irto the 
body of Christ by the Holy Spir't. 
That is another matter. But in 
this case, they were all filled with 
the Spirit, all baptized with the

The modern dance has broken 
down the modesty and the resist- 
ance of multiplied thousands of 
girls and led them to cpen shame. 
The Chicago Vice Commission 
some years ago interviewed three 
hundred fallen girls. Of these, 
eighty-five per cent declared that 
the dance had led them to the first 
step of ruin.

In 
Texas for years we allowed the 
loss of millions at the horse races 
on the plea that the state got a per- 
centage of the suckers’ money to 
buy jacks and stallions for the 
farmers! Active societies are or- 
ganized to bring in a legalized lot- 
tery with its wake ‘of covetous- 
ness, waste, crime and sin because 
a certain part of the gambled mon- 
ey could be used to pay part of 
expenses of a bureaucratic govern- 
ment for a tax-weary people!

He said to them, “All right, we 
will sing your favorite song.” And 
everybody laughed. For sad it is, 
infidels do not have a song. There 
is no song, no joy in song when 
you doubt God and turn your back 
on the Bible. What is there to sing 
about? Not any talk of seeing 
mother again, about the Holy Spir- 
it, the crucifixion, nothing to sing 
about for infidels. No! No! They 
laughed at that. After awhile Mr. 
Moody got up to preach and the 
Spirit of God moved and filled him 
as he preached. And then he asked 
them, “Who is going to take Christ 
as Saviour?” 
| A man in the audience spoke cut, 


“IT won’t! I am not going to.’’ 

Moody stopped and cried. He 
said, “No, you won't. God pity 
you.” 


And the Spirit of God got on 
that crowd. I think he said there 
were three hundred converted 
among that atheist crowd. 

The kind of fundamentalism that 
we have got to have is the power 
of the Spirit of God on us! That 
is what this church needs. Your 
pastor needs it. These Sunday 
School teachers need it. We need 
the credential cf the power of God, 
a supernatural Presence so mani- 
fest everybody will know it. I want 
it to be so, my friends. 

It takes the moving of the Spir- 
it of God to convince the gainsay- 
ers and alarm sinners and convert 
them. May God's Spirit work in 
our hearts. That is the ideal for 
this new year. I suppose we. will 
finish some on this building. But 
that is relatively unimportant. I 
hope before hot summer comes to 
have the ceiling in here, but there 
wouldn't be anybody here much 
any way unless there is a bless- 
ing here. What we need this year 
is not so much Sunday School or- 
ganization. We want to have that 
better trained, more trained work- 
ers. We want to have that, but 
that does not especially count. The 
thing that is important, and the 
only thing that matters is if we 
can this year have breathed upon 
us from Heaven, poured out from 
Heaven, a filling and anointing, a 
baptizing, or covering a gift of the 
Spirit of God like they had in the 
church at Jerusalem. That is what 
we need in the hearts of individuals 
here like they had there. If we 
have that, we can have everything 
else! 

I was so rejoiced when Mr. Mid- 
dieton ‘phoned yesterday and said, 
“Here is the first soul I won this 
year.” He said, I am going to do 
more this year.” But that must 
spring from the power of the Spir- 
it of God. 

The Promise of Pentecost Is to 

You! 

I am going to have to close 

soon, but here is another bit. They 


were pricked in their hearts when 
they heard that the Spirit of God 


_had come. That brought convic- 
‘tion to sinners. That saved souls. 
They said, “What will we do?” 


Peter said, “Repent,” (and you are 
‘saved when you repent) “and be 
| baptized.” He told them to be bap- 
tized. Why? My friends, listen to 
me. You can’t trifle or flirt with 
God on baptism. Do not do wrong 
about that. If you do, you will 
get in trouble. My heart is greatly 
concerned about somebody who is 
fighting God on this, and bad 
trouble has come. You cannot get 
away with it when you fight God. 
No. No! Baptism is not to save 
you, but he said, “If you do this, 
ye shall receive the gift of the 


Holy Ghost.” And then he said 
another blessed thing. Look at 
verse 39: 


"For the promise is unto’ (what 
promise? The promise of the gift 
of the Holy Ghost!) “you, and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 


our God shall call." | 

My people, the promise is to us, 
Praise God! 

I have heard people divide it up 
and say, “‘Let’s see. There is the 
baptism of the Spirit. That is not 
for us. That is already over. But 
the filling is for us.” That is sort 
of the way people explain about 
that. “Nothing to it now, just at 
Pentecost and no more,” or “Just 
what you got at conversion and 
nothing else. There is no other 


special induement of the Spirit.” 
That is like one little boy who 
said, “That is just like the devil 
or Santa Claus, it is just a story. 
It is your father!” People think it 
is only a fable, nothing to it of 
special interest. They think it 
means growing in grace, or that’s 
what they got when they were con- 
verted! No, there is no use ex- 
plaining it away. It is too im- 
portant for that. 


We can have the same power, | 


the same joy! I mean the same 
possession by the Spirit, of your 
body. That is for us today. The 
promise is to us! I would mem- 
orize that verse, verse 39: “For 
the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” 


“Well, God's plan changed now 
about the Spirit,”” you say. That 
Scripture does not say it would 
change. It was that same kind of 
a promise when Jesus said about 
the gospel, “go into all the world.” 
He said, “Baptizing them 
teaching them to obeserve all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” 

That does not talk like changing, 
and this promise about the Holy 
Spirit power is not changing, 
either. This is for you, and it is 
for your children, too; and to 
them that are afar off! It is to 
“you, and your children and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shal] call.” As 
long as it is true that Christ died 
for sinners, just that long it is 
true that He can pour out His Spir- 
it upon you to baptize and fill you 
for service. 


The Filling at Pentecost; The Fill- 
ing Commanded Now 


Look at Acts 2:4: “And they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Now look at Acts 4:31: 
“.. and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost.’’ And Ephesians 
5:18: “And be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit.’ 

Now they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost. That is what they 
had at Pentecost, and He said to 
us, “You be filled with the Spir- 
it. We can have the same filling, 
the same blessing. I am not talk- 
ing about the indwelling of the 
Spirit. All saved people have His 
indwelling now, and I am not talk- 
ing about being born of the Spir- 
it, which all are who are saved, 
but I am talking about this bap- 
tism or filling or gift or anointing 
for power. I know a lot of us 
do not have that, and that is the 
reason we are not getting results 
like they had. You can have that. 
It is for you! 

All right. One other word and 
that is this. Oh, the blessing on 
a church where this happened! 
Now listen. 

“And they continued stedfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship, and in breaking of bread, 
and in prayers.” 

Straight in doctrine, fellowship 
unbroken . That is the reason 
they went home with others for 
dinner. Everybody wanted to take 
the Lord’s supper. We take the 
Lord’s Supper here and scme peo- 
ple want to get up and leave. They 
have no reverence for the bread 
and grapejuice which represent the 
body of the Saviour. There it was 
different. 

All went to prayer meeting, too. 
If we have a real prayer meeting 
up in my office on Sunday night 
before the service, fewer of you 
men will come. But that church 
was the kind of church, all. of one 
accord in prayer. “And fear came 
upon every soul.” There was a lot 
of conviction on lost people. “And 
many wonders and signs were done 
by the apostles.” Oh, what an- 
swers to prayer! 

“And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things com- 
mon; and sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need.” That 
is the way they cared for each 
other! They were not commanded 
to have community of goods, but 
just did it. 

“And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and 
breaking bread from house to 
house, did eat their meat with 
gladness and singleness of heart.” 

They had services every day. 
My wife said she envied Harvey, 
the janitor, because he came every

day here to the church house! 

Won't you folks take somebody 
home with you today for dinner? 
They did in New Testament times. 

“Praising God and having favor 
with all the people...” Oh, how 
happy they were! “And the Lord 
added to the church daily such as 
should be saved.” 

Now that is the kind of a church 
we can have if the power of the 
Spirit of God is upon us. 

Will you join me in a dedica- 
tion today that God will make this 
church that kind of a church more 
than it ever was, more than we 
ever dreamed. Do you pledge that 
this year, waiting on God for the 
power of the Spirit, you yourselves 
will seek that for yourselves and 
others and seek it for the whole 
church? Will you do that? 

Let us pray. 

Our Father, we thank Thee for 
Thy mercies, so many. Let the 
words of Thy Book sink into our 
hearts and let us hunger and thirst 
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until we are filled with the Spirit * 


of God, we ask in the Saviour’s 
name. Amen. 
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
